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Exit The Lieutenant 


Florida almost had a lieuten- 
ant governor. Before ever taking 
office, he died of definition-defici- 
епсу. 

What happened was that the 
Florida Constitution Revision Com 
mission voted to create the office, 
got bogged down in argument over 
what his duties and cabinet status 
should be, and finally voted to eli- 
minate him. 

Sen. John McCarty, who intro- 
duced the constitutional amend- 
ment, said the lieutenant governor 
should be the state's No. 2 man, 
behind only the governor, and re- 
lieve him of some of the pressures 
of governorship — such as attend- 
ing social functions and ceremonies 
So far, good. 

It also was agreed that the lieu- 
tenant should be next in line should 
the governor be unable to serve, 
followed by the secretary of state 
and the attorney general Then 
came the stumbling block. 

An amendment to the amend- 
ment was offered providing that 
the new official be a non-cabinet 
member. As such, said opponents, 
he would be useless to the governor 
and just an unnecessary added ex- 
pene to the state. So the almost- 
ieutenant governor was voted out 
of office. 

Behind these maneuvers lies 
the explosive issue of just how 
much power the governor should 
have under Florida's proposed new 
constitution. 

Gov.-elect Claude Kirk said he 
was pleased with the commission's 
preliminary decision, feeling that 
addition of a lieutenant governor 
would help strengthen the gover- 
nor's hand in running state govern- 
ment. 

Obviously it would, if — as pro- 
posed by Rep. Donald Reed — the 
governor and lieutenant governor 
ran us a team, and if the lieuten- 
unt governor became a voting mem 
ber of the state cabinet. In effect, 
this would give the governor two 
votes on cabinet decisions. His 
power at present is exactly equal 
to that of the other cabinet mem- 
ber 


There is a strong faction with- 
in the charter-drafting body which 
favors down-grading the cabinet 
system and establishing a "strong 
governor" form of government. 
But it is not likely to prevail. 

Florída's unique cabinet sy- 
stem certainly has its faults, but 
on the whole it has proved quite 
successful over the past 80 years. 
One reason, as pointed out by for- 
mer State School Supt. Colin Eng- 
lish, is that its elected members 
have wide qualifications and ex- 
perience. 

All cabinet members except the 
governor can succeed themselves, 
and usually ‘do. Thus a continuity 
of government is provided not 
found in most other states. 

In some respects, a stronger 
governor might prove beneficial, 
Unilateral executive decisions pro- 
bably would be the most efficient, 
if not the only, way to eliminate 
the waste of overlapping functions 
in Florida's ОГАП board and 
commission network. 

But until better evidence, is 
presented we will go along with 
English, who finds it difficult to 
аа why me people be- 
lieve that one individual, the gov- 
ernor, who might sometimes have 
wide governmental experience but 
at other times might not, is more 
qualified to conduct the business of 
the state than the seven members 
of the cabinet, one of which is the 
governor." 


Pearce Appointment 


Gov.-elect Claude Kirk's ap- 
pointment of former State Sen. B. 
C. Pearce as administrative direc- 
tor of finances and taxation rais- 
ed some eyebrows as well as a few 
questions. 

The fact that Pearce is a De- 
mocrat whilg Kiyk is a Republican 
of no pártieglar significance. 

is herf you find it; and 
Pearce who served as finance and 
taxation committee chairman of 
the Florida Senate for many years, 
unquestionably is highly knowledg- 


able in that field. 

Principal surprise in his ap- 
pointment is the fact that Pearce is 
an old-line "Pork Chopper" who 
played a leading role in many of 
the small-county bloc’s successful 
battles with the unde: 
urban areas. It could add to Gov. 
Kirk's problem of.coping with a 
re apportioned legislature which is 
now urban-dominated, а 
predominantly Democratic. 

Among his fellow legislators, 
Pearce had the reputation of bein 
a staunch fiscal conservat an 
advocate of the status quo rather 
than of tax reform. More recently, 
as chairman of an interim legisla- 
tive committee on taxation, he was 
quoted as saying that new t i 
1967 were a “probability” 
than a “possibility.” 

In his new post, the veteran 
legislator probably will find it ne- 
cessary to reclassify new taxes as 
an “improbability” to conform to 
the policies of the new governor. 
Kirk says his pledge of no new tax- 
es still stands, and Pearce says he 
will try to help carry out that com- 
mitment. 

Whatever his present feeling. 
may be on the subject, Pearce’s 20 
ye: in the legislature should be 
of help in trimming the fat from 
proposed appropriations. He un- 
doubtedly knows where some of the 
monetary leaks are. 

We do hope, though, that Gov. 
Kirk will not be influenced by one 
of Sen. Pearce's ideas for raising 
new state revenue — a state lot- 
tery. Li summer Pearce said he 
would push for the sweepstakes 
study as soon as possible, theoriz- 
ing that it could bring as much as 
$150 million a biennium. 

Attractive as it may sound, the 
state should and must keep out of 
the gambling business. A state lot- 
tery Still a tax, whatever you 
choose to call it. It is a tax levied 
on the suckers — usually those who 
can least afford it. 

State finance and taxation is a 
weighty and intricate subject and 
Gov. Kirk will need all the help he 
can get on it. The Pearce appoint- 
ment may be a step in the right di- 
rection. He | have the good 
wishes of Floridians of all political 
persuasions. 


A Dangerous Trend 


A JJnited States Senator, speak- 
ing at a meeting of public admini 
trators studying the “new federal- 
ism," expressed the belief that state 
government is turning into an ad- 
ministrative arm of the federal 
government.

The Wirtz plan may stress 
the word "opportunity," but 
the opportunity is on a par 
with what Adolf Hitler offer- 
ed trainees in his labor batta- 
lions. The plan is nothing less 
than a blueprint for totalitar- 
jan control of the republic's 
most precious resource — its 
young people.

Another vital difference be- 

tween Selective Service and the 
Wirtz plan is that the former 
only affects young men. Young 
women are not compelled to 
accept regimentation. The A- 
merican people always have 
opposed the drafüng of wo- 
men, believing that they should 
not be subjected to national 
direction. 

In Russia and Red China, 
however, women enjoy so such 
immunity. They are treated by 
the government simply as a 
labor supply. It would be a sad 
day in America if its young 
women were forced to leave 
their homes and their responsi- 
bilities to their families. Some- 
thing precious would be lost 
from American life if the Wirtz 
plan were carried out. 

Moreover, the Wirtz plan 
blurs the real distinction of 
military service. Bearing arms 
is not only an obligation but a 
privilege for young Americans, 
The vast majority proudly ser- 
ve in the various branches of 
the armed services, determined 
to help achieve victory for 
their country, This is the most 
honorable of duty. 

Joining the Job Corps, the 
Peace Corps or one of the oth- 
er innumerable specialized “up- 
life" corps created by the Ken- 
nedy and Johnson administra- 
tions is not comparable to 
military service. Great num- 
bers of young Americans would 
resent being drafted into org- 
anizations that they regarded 
as political in character and 
not directed toward truly 
worthy ends. Well-informed 
young Americans will recall 
that some of the Peace Corps- 
men in Santo Domingo, at the 
time of the communist threat, 
were sympathetic to the leftists 
and antagonistic to American 
forces that were landed. 

The Job Corps and Peace 
Corps do not represent, in the 
view of many Americans, true 
national service. These corps 
often are oriented in the direc- 
tion of social revolution that 
comes close to political revol- 
ution. To force young Ameri- 
cans to join such organizations 
against their will would be to 
betray those who feel deeply 
about the threat of liberalism 
that verges on totalitarianism. 

In reading of the Wirtz plan 
the public may recall the plan 
of Nikita Khrushchev to send 
masses of young Russians to 
the virgin lands of Siberia to 
Open new agricultural areas. 
Nothing of that sort should be 
started in the United States. 
Experience teaches that many 
of the New Frontier-Great 
Society programs were advert- 
ised at the beginning as being 
free of compulsion. Witness the 
advocacy of the Civil Rights
